A supple- 
mentary contract calling for an additional 30*000 square meters of 7*000- 
mesh screen was given to TL./A in early August 1951 * to be completed by the 
end of 1951. Tire July 1951 production of 7* 000-mesh screen by TIh/A (not 
including Baderschneider und Lenzner* TiCulenroda) was 10,350 square meters* 
plus 169 square meters of 10,000-mesh screen* TE A is also working on the 
following reparations contracts? R5 2-11*103 , for 12*000 square meters of 
bronze screen?
